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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5 and 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 5 recites the limitation "the operation buttons" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Claims 7-14 depend from 
claim 5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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6. Claims 1-7, 9-12, and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Satoh et al. (Satoh; US 2004/0087353 A1 ; cited and applied for the first 
time). 

Regarding claim 1, Satoh shows a foldable phone (FIG. 1) comprising: 
A foldable body (plainly shown); 
A main operation unit (plainly shown); 
A main display (103); 

A sub-display (104) viewable in a folded state (fig. 1 b); 

Communication controlling means for sending email positioned for operation when the 
telephone is in a folded state (see inter alia Abstract); 

The main operation unit and the main display are on inner sides of the body (plainly 
shown); and 

The sub-display (4) displays the electronic data retained in the phone, where email can 
be sent when the telephone is in a folded state by operating the communication 
controlling means (plainly taught). 

Regarding claims 2-6 and 15-17, Satoh shows: 
The communication controlling means includes a plurality of buttons (107); 
The buttons (107) are around the sub-display (104); 

The buttons (105) are on a side surface of the body of the portable telephone; 
The shapes of the buttons (105, 107) differ according to functions; 
The electronic data may be data to be downloaded from a Web site, or data to be 
uploaded to a Web site (see inter alia Abstract; Internet); 
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The sub-display (104) is arranged at a part that comes to an outer side in the folded 
state (FIG. 1); 

Further communication controlling means (via MODE SELECTION KEY 105 and SUB 
OPERATION KEY 107); and 

Operated in a state that the body of the portable telephone is folded, and performs 
controlling for displaying on the sub-display the electronic data retained in the portable 
telephone and controlling of communications of the electronic data displayed on the 
sub-display (plainly taught). 

Regarding claims 7, 9-12 and 14, Satoh further shows: 
The buttons (105, 107) that can be used to select/register mail, schedule and for other 
functions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness.

9. Claims 8 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Satoh et al. as applied above in view of Makela et al. (Makela; US 6501967 B1 ; 
previously cited and applied). 

Regarding claims 8 and 13, Satoh shows the buttons and their various functions. 
Satoh differs from the claimed invention in that it does not show buttons that plays a ring 
tone. However, Makela teaches providing buttons that play a ring tone (see Abstract). 
Hence, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Satoh 
with buttons which play a ring tone as taught by Makela, such that ring tone can be 
programmed and reproduce according to the need of the user (see Abstract in Makela).
